2. Claims 1 1-19 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

• Each of claims 1 1-19 is missing text on the first line 

• On line 2 of claim 19, it appears that -of- should be inserted after "edges."

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another 
filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an 
international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), 
(2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for 
patent. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 



4. Claims 10, 13, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Scholz, et al. The conduction members 400 comprise a first part 
having two protrusions 412, a second part 420 with a soldering part 432 and a 
middle part 418 arranged as claimed. In regard to claims 16 and 17, it is 
noted that the second part includes a second contact for soldering 308. 

5. Claims 10, 12, 14, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Maldonado, et al. The conduction members 16 of this 
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plate 10 comprise a first part having two protrusions, a second part 54 and a 
middle part 56. The middle part is inserted into an insertion hole. In regard to 
claims 16 and 17, it is noted that the second part includes a second contact 
that may be soldered (see column 8, lines 20-25). 

6. Claims 11 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Maldonado in view of DeFord, et al. Maldonado lacks the 
claimed length of the first elastic part (of claim 11) or the second elastic part (of 
claim 15). However, DeFord teaches the use of an elastic part 28 that is longer 
than the distance between adjacent middle parts 26. This allows more 
conduction members to be located on the plate. For the same reason, it would 
have been obvious to arrange and proportion the conduction members of 
Maldonado as taught by DeFord. 

7. Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Maldonado in view of Wang, et al. Maldonado lacks flaps. 
However, the similar conduction member of Wang teaches the use of 
protrusions with flaps where the first flap 52 1 extends toward the second flap 
521. This structure is used to securely maintain the member in place. For the 
same reason, it would have been obvious to include flaps on the member of 
Maldonado. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. The contact of Hashiguchi, et al. comprises two 
protrusions, that are similar to those of the present invention. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of rejection 
presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL.
